We  started  working  hard  right  after  mid-term  examina- 
tions and  presented  our  play  later  on  in  the  season. 

Other  highlights  of  our  senior  year  were  the  senior  banquet  and  the  junior- 
senior  prom.  After  this,  we  turned  our  thoughts  to  study,  looking  forward  to 
that  wonderful  day  when  we  shall  receive  our  diplomas.
